onstitiitioual requirements of a Uepre- 
putative- that he isat least 2ii years old, 
i citi/en of the Uuitctl States for sevea 
•em-s, and an inhabitant of hi.istate when 


redentials from the proper authority, ean 
iglitly be denied his seat pending an in- 
'estimation of any eiiai-fres which may he 
brought against him. Each House of Uon- 
•rress is made by the constitution the 
udge of the elections, returns and qnaliu- 
uitions of its own members, and each 
louse may, also, by a two thirds vote.ex- 
jcl :i member for any cause— the buying of 
lis seat, forgery, bigamy, disloyalty, or 
iny other reason which may seem suflieieut 
o two thuds. 


But it would be unjust if, when Sr-natoi- 


elect Clark of Montana, for example, pre.- 
euts his credentials in regular form, the 
ipper branch should, without any investi- 
gation, refuse him the right to occupy his 
t-at at all because the newspapers have
